RESEARCHERS CHALLENGE GOVERNMENT TO STRENGTHEN AMERICA'S FAMILIES 

"In 1980, presidential candidate Ronald Reagan vowed a 
'crusade to restore the American family.' However, in the past 
decade the federal government has abdicated much of its 
responsibility for supporting families in trouble," says George 
Washington University economist, Sar A. Levitan. 

In a forthcoming book, "What's Happening to the American 
Family?: Tensions, Hopes and Realities," (Johns Hopkins 
University Press), authors Levitan, Frank Gallo and Richard 
S. Belous call for critical government actions to help stem the 
erosion of the family and improve family life. 

"Top priority should be given to preventing births by 
unmarried women," say the authors, who note that out-of-wedlock 
births have skyrocketed in recent years. 

"Nearly one of four births occur out of wedlock, compared to 
5 percent in 1960. If trends continue, out-of-wedlock births 
will soon overtake divorce as the primary cause of families 
headed by single mothers," they warn. 

They advocate government action to ensure that family 
planning services are easily accessible to all adults, and free 
to those who cannot afford them.

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According to the authors, the government also should: 

* Help meet critical family needs such as child care, broader 
health insurance coverage and affordable housing—all of 
which require government assistance. 

* Assist parents who are unable to provide basic necessities 
for their children. 

"What's Happening to the American Family?" looks at the 
varied economic, social and political forces that are altering 
today's family structure. 

Burgeoning out-of-wedlock births, continuing growth in the 
number of female-headed families, and a rising number of children 
living in deprivation are just three unsettling developments 
which the authors contend are eroding the family and are 
threatening to create a new underclass in American society. 

"'Women and children first,' a chivalrous precept in days 
gone by, assumes a grotesque meaning when applied to the 
widespread destitution among female-headed families," the authors 
state. 


What else is happening to the American family? Levitan, 

Gallo and Belous report: 

* The traditional family—a breadwinner husband, homemaker 
wife and children—now constitutes only a 10th of all 
households. "Today's household structure is highly 
pluralistic and is likely to remain so," they say. 

* The O.S. divorce rate is more than twice as high as that of 
most other industrial democracies. 

* One of every five American children—and half of children 
raised by only their mothers—grows up in destitution. 

* Current projections indicate that 54 percent of first 
marriages by women aged 25-29 will end in divorce; of the 70 
percent who remarry, about half will divorce again. 

* About half of all children will live with a single parent 
at some time prior to their 16th birthday. Nearly nine 
of every 10 black children will do so. 


--more-- 
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* More fathers are apparently gaining custody of their 

children after divorce, accounting for nearly 30 percent of 
the growth in single parent families in the 1980s. 

Although they find the changes in the American family 

structure "deeply troubling," the authors reject the notion that 

the family is doomed to extinction. "Modern society has not found 

a stable substitute for raising the young." They believe that 

"government inaction in the face of severe current family 

difficulties is a serious cause for concern."

THE TIGER SENDS A MESSAGE 

Dr. Young-Key Kim-Renaud, Associate Professor of Korean Language 
and Culture; Director, Korean Language and Culture Program 

"In a way, it's very Korean to have chosen the tiger as an 
Olympic mascot for the 1988 Seoul games," says Professor Young- 
Key Kim-Renaud. South Korea could have chosen the bear—a 
national symbol, and still a beloved animal in Korea. "But I 
think the tiger (ho-do-ri), which is one of three recognized 
symbols of power, achievement and energy in all of East Asia, 
reflects the Koreans' feeling of renewed confidence in their 
economic success and educational level. By choosing the tiger as 
their symbol, I believe Koreans are saying they want to be more 
than just Koreans." 

**The Korean word for tiger is horang-i, but a more affectionate 
term (ho-do-ri) is used for the Olympic mascot.

SEOUL REAPS OLYMPIC BENEFITS 

Dr. Phillip D. Grub, Aryamehr Professor of Multinational 
Management 


"Korea's successful economic model can't be duplicated, but 
it can be adopted by other countries that want to grow and 
thrive," says Dr. Phillip D. Grub, who notes that the indirect 
advertising from the Seoul Olympics will be a strong benefit to 
the Republic of Korea. "There is a strong correlation between 
take-off and growth, and improvement in trade associated with 
hosting the Olympics," says Grub, pointing also to the 
anticipated influx of tourism, and hotel, highway and field 
construction now underway in Korea. "Developments such as these 
will help fuel the South Korean economy, as the 1964 Games did 
for Japan."

WHILE IN SEOUL: WATCH YOUR R's AND L's 

Dr. Young-Key Kim-Renaud, Associate Professor of Korean Language 
and Culture; Director, Korean Language and Culture Program 

Travelers to the Olympic Games in Seoul should watch their 
L's and R's—especially when pronouncing the name of South Korean 
President Roh Tae Woo, according to a Korean language expert at 
George Washington University. "If you want to impress your 
Korean hosts, keep in mind that the correct, Korean pronunciation 
for South Korea's leader is NOH TEH 00," says Dr. Kim-Renaud. 

And the name "Lee" is pronounced "EE" (as in the Yi Dynasty), and 
a Mr. or Mrs. Lim is actually pronounced "IM." Historically, 
Koreans used the liquid L or R sound in the word initial 
position, "but for some reason, the letters were difficult or 
impossible for Koreans to pronounce in that configuration. The 
liquid L's and R's became N sounds, but were eventually dropped 
when they appeared before palatal sounds like "EE."

NORTH KOREA'S KIM IL-SUNG; IS HE MELLOWING WITH AGE? 

Dr. Jerrold M. Post, M.D, Professor of Psychiatry and of 
International Affairs and Public Policy 

"An aging, charismatic leader, North Korea's Kim Il-Sung 
is a 'type' worth examining," says Jerrold M. Post, M.D. "In 
so far as Kim still has influence in major leadership circles, 
it cannot be assumed that his goals for dominion over the Korean 
peninsula have faded with age," Post says. The effect of life's 
end on a political leader consumed by dreams of glory is an 
interesting one. Most people don't mellow with age, but become 
more like themselves—with an urgency to accomplish their 
charismatic dreams," he says. An internationally-recognized 
expert on the psychology of terrorism, Post is researching the 
effects of age and ill health on political leadership. He also is 
an authority on assessing the behavior of world leaders and other 
key foreign personalities.

HONORING THE ALPHABET 

Dr. Young-Key Kim-Renaud, Associate Professor of Korean Language 
and Culture; Director, Korean Language and Culture Program 

Korea is probably the world's only country with an official 
holiday (Oct. 9) celebrating a linguistic achievement—its 
alphabet. Hangul, Korea's 24-letter phonetic alphabet, is an 
original scientific writing system invented specifically for the 
Korean language. "The simplicity of the 500-year-old alphabet 
combined with a zeal for education contributes to Korea's high 
literacy rate," Professor Kim-Renaud says, "and the system allows 
most every Korean to read and write at an early age." Comprising 
valid, simple linguistic principles, Hangul was invented in 1443 
and promulgated after field testing in 1446 by King Sejong of the 
Yi Dynasty.

"Terrorist attacks are always possible and always plausible, 
but if you believe the publicity surrounding antiterrorist 
efforts for the Seoul Olympics, that in itself could be a 
deterrent," says Professor Christopher Joyner. "Despite the 
potential for media exposure, a terrorist act at the Seoul games 
would probably not create the type of sympathy terrorists usually 
like to generate. The international reaction would be uniformly 
negative," explains Joyner, an international law and terrorism 
expert who is watching antiterrorism precautions taken in South 
Korea. Although Joyner does not think it serves any groups' 
ideological interest to disrupt the Games, he suggests that 
precautions should still focus on members of potentially harmful 
organizations such as the Japanese Red Army and certain Middle 
East groups which are likely to be employed by the PLO or Libya's 
Quaddafi.

REUNIFICATION TALK 

Dr. Vladimir Petrov, Professor Emeritus of International Affairs 

"Under stable circumstances, reunification of North and 
South Korea is possible within 50 years," says Professor Emeritus 
Vladimir Petrov. "While Koreans today are strongly against 
governmental efforts to prevent reunification, they are not as 
anxious to reunify the country as they are insistent on keeping 
the option open." 

Consequently, Petrov feels that South Korean President Roh 
Tae Woo's reunification message "could be a foreign policy move 
and a step to placate domestic opinion in his country—especially 
before the Seoul Olympics." Roh contends that it is time to end 
the isolation of North Korea and bring them closer into the 
family of nations.

UNCLOGGING PUSAN'S PORTS 

Dr. Anatoly Hochstein, director of the Ports and Waterways 
Institute at George Washington. 

The shipping industry is a key element of South Korea's 
export oriented economy, and also is essential for imports of raw 
materials. But, according to one expert, port congestion and an 
overloaded infrastructure at key harbors could threaten future 
developments in South Korea's international trade. "If the 
Koreans ever faced shipping problems, their economic boom could 
collapse," Dr. Hochstein explains. 

"One area of concern is the port of Pusan—Korea's 
largest—where space is in short supply, but high demand." 
Hochstein and his associates are working with South Korea's 
National Maritime Research Institute to find managerial and 
technical means to decrease port yard congestion in Pusan. 

**Researchers at the George Washington Ports and Waterways 
Institute also have completed a project designed to improve 
navigational ability in the Han River, a small but important 
source of raw construction material, which runs through Seoul to 
the North Korean border. The project will help provide a 
convenient and inexpensive way to help meet the raw material 
needs of the construction boom now taking place in Seoul and its 
vicinity.

Trachtenberg has written extensively on issues in higher 
education and is author of the lead chapter in the book "Academic 
Leaders as Managers" (Jossey-Bass, 1982).

Trachtenberg was named one of the Top 100 Leaders in the 
American Academy in a 1978 Change magazine poll.

SOCIOLOGIST ETZIONI CONTENDS 

MORALS AND EMOTIONS GUIDE ECONOMIC CHOICES 

With a presidential election just two months away, Americans 
will once again be looking at their finances and asking 
themselves, "Are we better off now than we were four years ago?" 

But just how do we decide? According to sociologist Amitai 
Etzioni, individuals typically make economic decisions on the 
basis of emotions and values rather than by logic and reason. 

In his new book, The Moral Dimension: Toward a New Economics 
(The Free Press, Sept. 1988), Etzioni, university professor of 
sociology at The George Washington University, presents a new 
vision of "socio-economics." 

Etzioni believes that people are not innately self-serving 
individuals constantly attempting to maximize personal gain. 
Instead, he contends that they have several "wants," including a 
desire to live up to society's moral standards.

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People save not merely to consume in their older age, 

Etzioni says, but also because they believe it is indecent to 
become dependent on the government or on their children. And, 
people pay taxes not merely because they fear penalties, but also 
because they consider their government a legitimate institution. 

Prevailing neoclassical economic theory holds that 
individuals rationally seek the most efficient means to their 
goals. Etzioni believes, however, that individuals typically do 
not make rational decisions. For example, they brush their teeth 
but do not fasten their seat belts; and they continue to smoke 
despite 20 years of health warnings from the Surgeon General. 

Etzioni does not advocate abandoning the neoclassical view 
that individuals are free-standing and render decisions on their 
own. However, he feels the theory should comprise greater moral 
and social considerations. Etzioni's own socio-economic theory 
states that individuality does exist, but only within the 
confines of social concerns. 

A university professor of sociology at George Washington 
since 1980, Etzioni is a former senior advisor in the Carter 
White House, guest scholar at the Brookings Institution and 
professor of sociology at Columbia University. 

Etzioni is currently serving as Thomas Henry Ford Foundation 
Visiting Professor at Harvard University's Graduate School of 
Business Administration and will return to George Washington in 

the fall of 1989. The Moral Dimension is his 15th book.

G.W. PRESIDENT CALLS FOR NATIONAL HIGHER EDUCATION PLAN 
TO MEET GROWING DEMANDS OF WORLD COMPETITIVENESS 

George Washington University President Stephen J. 
Trachtenberg has called for the development of a national plan to 
mobilize America's colleges and universities on behalf of 
international competitiveness. 

In an Oct. 5 speech in Washington, DC, Trachtenberg said 
that "the United States is at a real crossroads in the relation¬ 
ship between its economy and its system of higher education." 

"America faces a challenge so daunting that it's far from 
certain whether we'll be able to surmount it. We now confront a 
level of international competition that could not have been 
anticipated during 1945-1970," he said. 

He went on to say that during those years, initiative 
was clearly in the hands of the United States, and we made the 
most important decisions about our economic future. However, "we 
have grown increasingly reactive rather than pro-active, and 
initiative has just as clearly passed into the hands of other 
nations." 

Trachtenberg said that according to some communicators, "the 
United States seems unable to close the gap between its need for 
workers, and the potential workers whom it somehow cannot reach 
and train."

He noted the 1940s population shift of center-city dwellers 
to suburban areas which resulted in the emergence of two dif¬ 
ferent economies—one of them identified with a mainly white, 
affluent, suburban middle class, the other with a mainly non¬ 
white or non-Anglo urban under class. 

He said that there is a growing economic and education gap 
between those in urban and suburban locations, "which is why," he 
said, "few foreign observers sound optimistic about the economic 
future of the United States of America." 

"Since the early 1970s, a number of attempts have been made 
to enhance the opportunities for center-city residents," he said, 
noting programs designed to enhance residents' access to the 
suburban job-market, to create moderate-income housing in 
suburban townships, and to break down the jurisdictional lines 
that separate suburban public school systems from those of the 
center cities. However, according to Trachtenberg, "most of 
these have enjoyed limited success." 

On the other hand, America's system of higher education 
offers "an 'engine' that can be harnessed to America's present 
efforts to become once again, a fully competitive player in the 
global economy," he said. 

Developing a national plan will be "one of the most dif¬ 
ficult tasks we've undertaken since the Second World War, for two 
reasons," Trachtenberg warned. The difficulty is due to both 
"the full range of America's personnel needs," and the very 
nature of our society which "values individual initiative and 
competition in the quest for success."

He said that the task we face is to somehow "equalize the 
experiences of millions of children growing up in the center- 
cities with those of children growing up in the suburbs." He 
also said we would have to contact our minority populations "in 
ways that are sensitive and varied, yet effective in breaking 
through decades of suspicion and alienation." 

Trachtenberg noted that the path will not be easy, because 
competition between schools is much more common today than 
wholehearted cooperation. "If we're to mobilize our institutions 
of higher education on behalf of international competitiveness, 
we'll have to make certain the effort isn't undermined by 
competitiveness with each other," he said. 

He noted that as a nation confronted with fierce business 
competition from East Asia and Western Europe, "we must overcome 
our disadvantages as a heterogeneous society... and integrate our 
population sufficiently to ensure that our companies can find and 
communicate with the workers they need, and that those workers 
have or can swiftly acquire the skills that are needed." 

"The issue is no longer that we have a moral duty to 
help our less affluent citizens, especially the large numbers of 
them from minority backgrounds," Trachtenberg said. "Today, the 
issue is that we desperately need those citizens as workers to 
keep our economy afloat and our nation competitive."

The traditional nature of an educational system that teaches 
technical subjects in one department and ethics someplace else is 
obsolete, says Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, president of The George 
Washington University.

Washington University, Trachtenberg called for a broader, more 
integrated, learning experience for students. His criticism of 
the isolated context in which many subjects are currently taught 
was part of a larger theme in which the university's president 
suggested that today's colleges and universities must develop as 
centers of real-world experience, introspective study and 
societal role models. "As we deal with a generation of young men 
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and women for whom stability and balance represent a challenge, 
there is less and less validity to the old distinction between a 
quiet liberal arts college tucked away in some distant rural spot 
and a major university smack in the middle of 'real life,'" 
Trachtenberg explained. 

The George Washington University president described three 
important functions that schools must integrate in order to 
provide students with the best possible preparation for adult 
life. First, he said, a university should be a microcosm of the 
world outside, "a microcosm that accurately represents what is 
going on across our planet and allows [students] to try out their 
wings further and further from the nest where they began."

Trachtenberg 
observed that the cloistured atmosphere prevalent at small 
colleges today and at the large universities of past centuries 
needs to be made part of the modern university center.

It opens doors to a tumultuous world, 
but it doesn't close them to the student who has momentarily had 
enough and who needs a welcoming shelter within which to recoup 
his or her strength and sense of self," he noted.

Expanding on the 
notion that many people point to role models as influential in 
their own educational and professional development, the president 
called on colleges and universities to make themselves role 
models for young people. Not just specific teachers, he said, 
but the entire faculty, administrative and support staff must 
find "a sense of connection and common purpose that rises above 
their departmental specializations." 

Trachtenberg noted that while George Washington is unique in 
its educational culture, an increasingly complex society requires 
special attention to the integration of disparate subjects and 
disciplines. "A world [that complex] is struggling to find, 
among other things, the type of higher education that can keep up 
with it... that can produce graduates for whom keeping up is 
second nature," he concluded.

TRACHTENBERG SEES ROLE FOR PRIVATE COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 

IN TACKLING THE AMERICAN ECONOMY 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — "I'm convinced," says George Washington 
University President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, "that among our 
private colleges and universities there is a sufficient amount of 
energy and enthusiasm to begin tackling the people needs of the 
American economy." In a speech at the Washington Journalism 
Center on Oct. 11, Trachtenberg explained that people needs are 
at the core of the economy's chronic weakness. 

He suggests that one place to begin to tackle America's 
economic problems is with private colleges and universities 
because "they alone can move with dynamism and innovation to meet 
a challenge of such magnitude." 

"That doesn't mean the private schools can solve such an 
enormous problem single-handed," he added. "It does mean that 
they can do what they have so often done before, and what the 
American people regard as their true mission: to be the schools 
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spearheading a process that will eventually involve every part of 
the higher education community, including the public colleges and 
universities." 

Trachtenberg pointed out that while private institutions 
have often provided significant leadership in advancing American 
education, private institutions are few in number and on the 
whole are limited by available resources. 

"Our nation's private colleges and universities are caught 
on a sort of knife-edge between feeling flattered and feeling 
threatened," he said. "On the one hand, it's great to be told 
that you are the pacesetters for higher education even though 
you're in a distinct minority. On the other hand," he continued, 
"it's distressing to realize that you're being looked at as an 
omnipotent hero when what you see in the mirror is a worried face 
that reflects a worried mind wondering how to make ends meet." 

Trachtenberg was optimistic about future leadership efforts. 
He focused attention on a singular challenge, asking "whether we 
can take a society so divided between the subcultures we call 
White Suburban, Hispanic, Center-City Black, or Other, and 
somehow make it possible for that society to become competitive 
with nations that are much more homogeneous in ethnicity, 
lifestyle and language." 

He said that thus far, the challenge has only been attacked 
"piecemeal," with some community colleges, some states and some 
companies attempting to work with local populations. But, 
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overall, the entire process has not "clicked," he added. 

He calls for leadership in higher education to say, "Yes, it 
is a problem that we can tackle in the same way that we tackled 
World War II or the conquest of space. Yes, we can begin right 
now to see to it that those not taking part in the American 
economy, or taking part only at its fringes, are moved toward 
becoming the productive, well-paid, efficient workers that our 
economy so desperately needs."

TRACHTENBERG: DUKAKIS ''PARALYSIS" REFLECTS 

A LONG-TERM SHIFT IN THE AMERICAN ELECTORATE 

Michael Dukakis' growing inability to stir the feelings of 
American voters says less about Dukakis than about a long-term 
change in the electorate itself, according to Stephen Joel 
Trachtenberg, president of the George Washington University and 
former president of the University of Hartford. 

Speaking today to the Phi Beta Kappa Alumni Association of 
Greater Hartford, Trachtenberg observed that "the Republicans, 
once identified as a minority party with better connections to 
Wall Street than to Main Street, have succeeded in forging an 
emotional alliance with the voters who decide elections." 

We characterized those voters as belonging "to the broad 
middle class...whose primary concern is to hang onto what they 
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have, to enjoy the high-tech status symbols that pour from the 
factories of Japan and Western Europe, and, if they have 
children, to make it possible for them to gain entry to the same 
way of life." 

Trachtenberg noted that he himself has been a lifelong 
Democrat, and that when he was growing up "the assumption was 
that if you wanted to know which presidential candidate was the 
Democrat, you looked for the one having, or arousing, the 
strongest and most visible feelings." He cited Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, Harry Truman and John F. Kennedy as Democrats who 
exemplified that principle. 

But all of that has changed in the final quarter of the 
twentieth century, Trachtenberg declared. The average voters of 
today "take for granted a suburban life-style some of whose 
comforts even the wealthy couldn't attain in 1928 or 1938 — a 
life-style shared with enough other people so one doesn't have to 
worry about being targeted by radical organizers with a large 
following." 

In a world like that, Dukakis and his values have an 
anachronistic look, according to Trachtenberg, which affects both 
his impact and his self-confidence. "The politician who isn't 
deeply in tune with what members of the public are feeling," he

told the Phi Beta Kappa group, "the politician who is trying to 
reason with them rather than reflect their emotions, is the one 
perceived as cool, detached, distant and unlikable." 

According to Trcichtenberg, Dukakis' plight "tells us 

elves as a nation. It tells us, above all, 
respond to what used to be called 'populist' 
on the conviction that the average person 
manipulated and generally unfairly treated 
by a reigning oligarchy of the rich and the privileged." 

Instead, he declared, we may be seeing in the United States 
"a version of what Mrs. Thatcher has accomplished in Great 
Britain. She was the one who most clearly sensed that her 
electorate had changed, and that the old appeals of the welfare 
state meant little to younger voters whose minds were set on 
personal careers and personal wealth rather than large issues of 
justice and equality." 

Mrs. Thatcher's ruthlessness, according to Trachtenberg, 

"has accomplished what even Winston Churchill never dreamt of 
being able to do: the subjugation of the British Labor Party, to 
the point at which it is no longer being taken seriously even by 
many of its former adherents." Though the American political 
system has made the Democratic decline less spectacular, he 
suggested, we may be headed in a similar direction. 
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In the new political era signalled by the election of Ronald 
Reagan and Margaret Thatcher, Trachtenberg declared, "feeling — 
amazing as that might have seemed to Franklin Roosevelt or Harry 
Truman — has moved to what was formerly regarded as the Right." 
Dukakis' inability to show much emotion, even when he was asked 
how he would feel about capital punishment if his wife was raped 
and murdered, is a good sign of this historic change. 

What Dukakis should of course have said, according to 
Trachtenberg, was something like this: 

"I'm a man who loves his wife. If that had happened to her, 
I'd want nothing more than to grab the guy who did it and to 
strangle him with my own two hands. In fact, it might take me a 
couple of hours or even a couple of days to come back to my 
senses and to say: 'If he doesn't get his penalty through the 
judicial system rather than personal revenge, America will no 
longer be a society of law, and every one of us — including my 
children — will suffer.' And while I'm cooling down, it's just 
as well that the police have him under lock and key, and are 
keeping an eye on my whereabouts." 

Dukakis' inability to rise to this and other challenges, and 
to stir the feelings of the American electorate, reflects a 
historic reorientation of American politics. As Dukakis himself 
can sense, emotion is now on the side of the Republicans.

or secure as they should be, according to a study by Lance J. 
Hoffman, professor of computer science at The George Washington 


University. 

"American elections are more vulnerable to fraud and error 
than desirable or necessary," says Hoffman, author of "Making 
Every Vote Count." 

According to the study, election officials generally lack 
the money and training needed to guarantee the accuracy of 
computer vote counts, and some experts predict that a crisis 
could develop if security measures do not improve. 

"Some election officials are beginning to realize that 
computerization cannot ensure accuracy and integrity. Problems 
do arise and can be amplified by computer systems," Hoffman 
says.

Uses of the computer for direct mail fund-raising, analyzing 
voting records and demographic analysis have been subject to 
debate in recent years. Less attention has been paid to the more 
fundamental use of computers for vote recording and tabulation. 

In February 1987, Hoffman gathered election officials, 
election consultants, computer scientists, political scientists 
and vendors of vote-counting hardware and software for an open- 
ended, confidential discussion of problems associated with 
computer-tabulated elections. 

Sponsored by grants from the Markle Foundation, the 
conference revealed "an underfunded, underorganized election 
community that cannot put into place adequate software, hardware, 
or procedures for proper computer security," Hoffman says. 

Furthermore, many workshop participants felt that it is only 
a matter of time before inadequate understanding of computerized 
vote counting causes major problems in an important election. 

In his report, Hoffman offers seven recommendations that 
local election administrators could put into place at once to 
strengthen election security. 

"Preventing most potential problems will take relatively 
little effort, none of it highly technical," Hoffman says. 

He also offers recommendations relating to the election 
community at large, including formation of an organization 
comprised of election officials and computer experts.

"Such an organization would raise the level of 
professionalism and recognize achievement," Hoffman says. "It 
could also improve training and communication, and encourage 
uniform standards for pre-election testing and post-election 
audits." 

About 54 percent of the votes cast in the United States are 
now counted by computer, according to Hoffman. The percentage 
continues to rise as communities abandon paper ballots and lever 
machines for more sophisticated technology. 

"There are inherent difficulties, but the long-term gains 
generally outweigh short-term growing pains," Hoffman says. 

"Elections are faster and far more 'voter friendly' than 
ever before, and the vote counting is probably more accurate than 
it was when bleary-eyed poll workers counted paper ballots into 
the night." 

Hoffman says most election officials do the best they can 
under trying circumstances. 

"Election officials have to work with part-time staff and an 
electorate with various levels of technical sophistication," 
he says. "There are no rehearsals, and the show can't be late. 

It's quite an undertaking."
